If Congressman Stephens had been “on- 

to hig job” as a parliamentarian the House 
could not have placed lemons on the free 
list, and the citrus fruit growers, boards of 
trade and the leading citizens of Southern 
California would have saved a considerable 
sum that was expended in sending telegrams 
to Washington. — 

The amendment to an amendment which 
placed lemons on. the free list was not—un- 
der the rules of the House—tn order when it 
was offered, and if an objection had been 
made to it In proper time on that ground it 
would have been. ruled out. Mr. Stephens 
made an objection to it on that ground, but 
either because he was inattentive or becausdé 
he was ignorant ‘of parliamentary law he 
did not make the objection in time.

OWING ‘TO BAAL. 

Labor-unionism is not merely a com 
nation of workers to lawfully prescribe their 
own wages and regulate their own hours of 
toll. If that were all, its existence and op- 
erations would receive neither antagonism 
nor criticiem from The Times, which con- 
cedes to the laborer his unquestioned right to 
work or remain idle and to contract with 
whomecever he pleases for & sale of his 
labor for whatsoever wages he chooses. 

Unioniem is labor despotism. It asserts a 
right to take charge of the property of the 
employer and prescribe the manner in which 
he shall conduct his business. It. assumes 
to dictate to the manufecturer of whom he 
shall purchase the raw material he uses and 
to whom he shall sell the Gnished goods. 
If he is a building contractor it will not 
allow bim to use bricks made in a non- 
union brickyard, or lumber sawed in a non- 
union mill, or hardware or paints made in 
non-union manufacturing establishments, or 
bullding material hauled by a non-union 
teameter. If the walle have been laid by 
non-union masons, unio& carpenters will not 
the floors; if nonainion plumbers have 
the ‘yas and water pipes union painters 
will not paint the woodwork. 

If the employer is a garment-maker union 
workmen will not sew cloth that was woven 
in a non-union mill, If he runs a shoe fac- 
tory union workmen will not work on leath- 
er made in a non-union. tannery. 

There is no possible compromise between 
industrial freedom and industrial despotism. 


if the employer disregards the union 
rules and refuses to yield to the demands 
of labor-unionists they will attempt to en- 
force their decrees by a strike. 

There is no such thing as a peaceful 
strike; violence is its inevitable accompa- 
niment, and assau)t, arson, dynamiting and 
murder are its attendant devils. 

Judge Jenkins says: “Violence and out- 
rage, arson and murder have been associat- 
ed with the strike as its natural and inevi- 
table concomitants. No strike can be ef- 
fective without compulsion and force; that 
compulsion comes commonly through In- 
timidation. A strike without violence would 
equal the tragedy of Hamlet, with the part 
of Hamlet omitted.”

Judge Phillips said of the labor leaders: 
“Such lawbreakers are generally a lot of 
professional agitators.

Judge Harlan sald: “Requests by strikers 
are equivalent to threats.” 

Judge Taft said: 

“If, in addition to. withdrawing from 
his employment, the workmen combine 
together to coerce their employer to 
come to their terms, and so interfere 
with his business, by frightening per- 
sons from selling to him or buying from 
him, or contracting with him, by threats 
of a withdrawal of union workmen from 
the employment of such persons, |. @., 
by boycotting him, they become engaged 
in an unlawful conspiracy. 

“The peculiar form of oppression re- 
sorted to in the case at bar is known as 
boycotting, the essential feature of 
which is the exclusion of the employer 
from all communication with former 
customers and material men by threats 
of similar exclusion to the latter, if 
dealings are continued.” 

It is not a matter of surprise that union 
laborers are in favor of a recall of judges, 
for the judiciary of the country is the bul- 
wark of liberty and order. It need net be 
wondered at that union labor seeks to par 
alyze “the right arm of equity” by trying 
to procure the passage by Congress and 
by State Legisiatures of laws prohibiting 
the issuance of writs of injunction in con- 
troversies growing out of strikes. Juries 
may be induced to disagree and weak ex- 
ecutive officers may be influenced py bribes 
But when union strikers are 
enjoined from boycotting, and picketing, and 
insulting and interfering with non-union 
men and they destroy the injunction they 
may be arrested and brought into court and 
tried by the judge and, if found guilty, may 
summarily and without any right of appenl 
be sentenced to jail, not for the offense it- 
self, for that may be the subject of a sepa- 
rate prosecution, but for contempt in dis- 
obeying the order of the court. 

Closed-shop unioniem bases its hopes of 
destroying industrial freedom in Los Ange- 
les by the same process of insulting and as- 
saulting non-union workers, and picketing, 
boycotting and dynamiting their employers, 
which have well-nigh ruined San Francisco. 

But the people of Los Angeles are made 
of sterner material than those of the Bay 
City. Intimidation will not work here. A 
few merchants, banks and brokers, in or- 
der to cater to the trade of union laborers 
and to buy immunity, have advertised in so- 
clalistic and assassination-inciting newspa- 
pers. it is doubtful whether they will not 
lose more customers among order-loving and 
law-abiding people than they will gain from 
ruffians by thus “bowing the knee to Baal.”

ESTABLISHES A NEW RECORD 
FOR WANPERERS. 


Trouncing at Lords by the Free 
Foresters—The Pennsylvanians 
Run Up a Fine Score Against Band 
of Brothers and May Wib.
